Warm Arctic, cold continents
Arctic sea ice loss is a major factor 
behind the warming Arctic, but melt-
ing sea ice is probably not behind 
recent cold winters in parts of 
Europe, Asia, and the United States, 
according to new research published 
in Geophysical Research Letters.

North Dakota’s Bakken oil and 
gas field leaking 275,000 tons 
of methane per year
The Bakken oil and gas field is 
leaking a lot of methane, but less 
than some satellites report, and 
less than the latest EPA inventory 
for petroleum systems, according 
to the researchers’ calculations.
